STOCKHOLM, May 6 (via 
London.)—Women who stood 
in line to buy potatoes yester- 
day became unruly when in- 
formed that the stock Was ex- 
hausted and began a demon- 
stration which assumed pro- 
portions that kept the police 
busy until after midnight.

But 
Mr. Gathmann was unusually happy, 
and, with a very broad smile, and 
with an air that bespoke absolute 
confidence, he did authorize this 
statement: “I can only say this: 
Within three or four months there 
will be no submarine menace. The 
plan will take about that time to be 
worked out. When it has been 
worked out and is in actual opera- 
tion, then a statement of some kind 
may be made. 

“But I cannot say anything now, 
nor do I think anyone else has been 
authorized to say anything.”

“wizard.” 


Mr. Edison's habits now are typ- 
ical of his younger days, when he re- 
mained in his laboratory for hours 
at a time. In the last few weeks 
Mr. Edison frequently has passed 
forty, fifty and even seventy hours 
in his private laboratory without 
rest. Although 70 years old, he 
seems to have the stamina of a 
much younger man. 

The only time he eats is when Mrs. 
Edison carries a basket into the 
laboratory. She spreads a mea! for 
him and makes a cup of coffee or 
tea and Mr. Edison eats as he works 
There is a couch in his workshop and 
the assistants working with him say 
that he frequently will go thirty or 
forty hours without even stretching 
out for a nap, and when he does 
it is only for an hour or two, and 
then he springs up, apparently great- 
lv refreshed and permits nothing to 
stop him from plunging into the 
problem upon which he is working. 

A few nights ago it was necessary 
for Mr. Edison to leave hig labora- 
tory for a minute’s time to go to 
a hardware shop, in West Orange. 
Residents of West ‘Orange who know 
him well. were surprised by his ap- 
pearance. He had not shaved for 
weeks and his face was covered by 
a white beard. His clothes were 
wrinkled. his shirt sleeves rolled up 
under a rough coat and he wore no 
collar. But his eyes were bright and 
he was in a great hurry.

THE TIMES, May 6.— Assurances 
that the food harvest of the United 
States will be enough to meet the 
demands of the world this year 
were given today by the Committee 
on Food Standards and Stocks of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States. With favorable 
weather from now on, the committee 
said, the winter wheat yield may 


as much wheat to export, as would 
ibe necessary there seems a strong 
probability that we shall have other 
available food supplies, such as corn, 
oats, potatoes and the like—not only 
in full measure, but running over,” 
the committee reported. 

“There is much cheer in the way 
people alike in the town and on the 
farm are awakening to the neces- 
sity of greatly increasing their food 
products this year,” said Archer 
Douglas of St. Louis, chairman of 
the committee. Not only are gar- 
dens being cultivated everywhere. 
and vacant lots being used, but 
lawns, parks, railroad rights of way 
and flower gardens are devoted to 
the raising of all manner of vege- 
tables. 

“Of even greater moment is the 
story of an acreage of corn, oats 
and potatoes that will break all pre- 
vious records.” 

DAMAGE TO WHEAT. : 

According to report, the serious 
and dominating factor in the condi- 
tion of winter wheat is the wide- 
spread damage from winter killing 
and drought that is said to prevail 
in a most unusual measure, prac~- 
tically in every section where winter 
wheat is grown: In numerous States 
west of the Missouri River severe 
hurt came by continued high winds, 
which blew the soil away from the 
roots of the growing plants, thus 
leaving them exposed to cold and 
drought The result is a most un- 
usual percentage of abandoned acre- 
age, which in Nebraska and Kan- 
gas attains to proportion of 50 per 
— of all that was last 
“It is comforting that the acre- 
age thus abandoned,” the report 
goes on, is being plowed up 
and sown to other grains, es- 
pecially corn and oats. There is 
but little mention of insect dam- 
age. Fortunately, the general condi- 
tion shows material improvement 
during the month of April, because 
of widespread and abundant pre- 
cipitation in all sections. Because 
of recent rains many fields that were 
2 over as dead have come to 

It is known that the Argentine 
crop of wheat is short and that ex- 
port will be much less than last 
year. Apparently the crop in In- 
dia is smaller than usual and con- 
sequently exports will not be quite 
80 e as last year.

3 Nations United Against Teutonic 
Forces Plan to Assist in Quieting Internal Dissensions 

and in Securing Definite Alignment of New Republic 
Until the Time of a General Peace.

Sovernment of the United 
States, in conjunction with the gov- 
ernments of its allies, will act at once 
for the purpose of assuring internal 
peace for Russia and the continu- 
ance of that country in the war until 
a decisive victory shall have been 
obtained. No discussion which has 
taken place in Washington between 
the administration and the British 
mission has been more serious than 
that in relation to the situation exist- 
ing in Petrograd. There is grave 
fear that the provisional govern- 
ment will be overthrown. There is 
danger, k this should happen, that 
Russia would withdraw from an ag- 
gressive conduct of the war, if not 
arrange an independent’ peace with 
Germany. 

Knowledge of the conflict between 
the provisional government and the

WHAT THEY WANT. 


Germany itches for the Germanic 
provinces of Russia along the Baltic. 
Austria-Hungary desires to extend 
her political power over the Balkans. 
Bulgaria is frankly out for more 
territory at the expense of Rumania 
and Serbia, which are in the 
possession of her troops and those 
of her allies. Turkey as a con- 
queror will be strikingly different 
from Turkey as a defender of her 
soil. Freed from attack by the 
Russian troops the Central Powers 
could turn with renewed confidence 
upon their other enemies. The 
American people should know that 
if Russia ceases to become a poten- 
tial menace to the Central Powers 
they will be compelled to play an 
even larger part in the European 
war than they expected. It will 
not be enough for them to send a 
few thousand troops to France; they 
will have to send vast armies. The 
President solemnly bound the 
United States in his war message 
“to employ all its resources and all 
its powers to bring the imperial 
German government to terms and 
end the war.” 

The people must make good this 
obligation. In this purpose, Secre- 
‘tary Baker frankly states he is pre- 
paring for a war of several years 
duration. A like preparation is mov- 
ing other departments of the gov- 
ernment. The experts fully under- 
stand that the Germans if freed from 
danger on the Russian front will be 
able to mass formidable armies 
against France and Italy. The Brit- 
ish and French lines must be sup- 
ported. The Italians seem able to 
take care of themselves, provided 
they receive the necessary supplies, 
including fuel, which they will re- 
ceive from this country.

RANGER ARMY. 


Border Force to Number One 
Thousand Men. 


Prompt and Vigorous Work 
Brings Respect. 


(@PECIAL CORRESPONDENCE } 
(Tex) May 1—MFor the 
first time in the history of Texas the 
Ranger force is to be brought up te 
the size of a real army. In com- 
pliance with the rec endations of 
Gov. Ferguson, this branch of the 
State’s military service is to be in- 
creased to a full regiment of about 
1200 men for the special purpose of 
protecting the Ric Grande border 


during the present war. Although it 


is believed by the Texas State au- 
thorities that the German influence 
in Mexico will not cause that coun- 
try to form a war alliance against 
the United States, it is recognized at 
the same time that the thousands of 
German reservists who have for one 
cause or another found refuge in 
Mexico, will, through intrigue and 
other means, make all the trouble 
for the United States that they are 
Naturally, the 
berder region ig more likely to bear 
the burden of any harassment that 
may come from these sources. 
No difficulty will be met with in 
up the strength of the 
Ranger force to meet the existing 
war requirements. All through the 
ranch region of the State campanies 
are being formed and put through 
daily drills in the dope that they 
may be accepted as a part of this 
new military unit. In many in- 
stancés recruits are of the most pic- 
turesque cowboy type. The enilist- 


— ed mon will be selected strictly on a 


basis of physical fitness and their 
ability to ride and shoot well. Every 
possible precaution will be taken to 
maintain the present high standard 
of the famous Ranger service. 
FEARED BY MBXICANS. 


It is a ‘well-known saying among 
the Mexicans not only on the bor- 
der but all through Mexico that the 
Texas Rangers are devils in human 
form. It is this fear of the men 
on horseback whose daring and un- 
tiringness have often been put to 
a test and found not wanting, that 
keeps peace upon the Texas border. 
When it is 
force of Rangers has never exceeded 
nifty men in numbers, it is niarve- 
lous the wide influence that these 
guardians of the peace have wielded. 
If the protective work be aug- 
mented to a corresponding degree, 
thé proposed 1200 men of the same 
character and type will be able to 
deal most effectively with any sit- 
uation or crisis that may arise upon 
the border, it is claimed. 

Through the use of its State mili- 
tary force, there will probably be re- 
leased for duty elsewhere as many 
or more perhaps of the regular army 
soldiers whe are now performing 
border duty. | 

HARSH BY NECESSITY. 

There has been more or less criti- 
clam, particularly among the people 
of more remote parts of the country» 
who do not understand conditions 
upon the border, over the seemingly 
heartless way in which 
deal with element on 
the Texas side of the Rio Grande. 
While it is true that in many in- 
stances situations have been met and 
quickly dealt with by these hard-rid- 
ing, fearless men who act first and 
get their orders afterwards, there 
have beeh very few cases of wanton 
killings on their part.

by many people whe were not - 
quainted with the conditions with 
which they were dealing. There is 
no doubt that the reports that in 
that border warfare more than 80 
Mexicans were killed and that in 
many cases the brown-skinned 
denziéne of the chaparral were shot 
down in their lowly homes, are true, 
but it ie equally true that in each 
instance the victims of the Rangers’ 
aim were known to be connected 
either directly or indirectly with the 
widespread conspiracy of robbery 
and rapine on the part of the ban- 
dit element. 
HAVE WIDD LATITUDE. 

The Rangers, in their field of 
operations, have the advantage over 
other military organizations, in that 
they are largely an authority within 
themselves. Each man is practically 
a free agent to carry to the final re- 
sult any ex ition that he may un- 
dertake, which has for its purpose 
the capturing of a violator of the 
law, whether he be a Mexican revo- 
lutionist, a smuggler, a cattle thief, 
a murderer, a train robber or other 
criminal. If he finds it necessary to 
take the life of the man he is after, 
it ie all well and good so far as 


there being any higher authority to 
con- 


which a lone Ranger has trailed 
some desperate outlaw hundreds of 
miles through the remote border 
region and finally effected the man's 
capture or put an end to his earthly 
existence. It is this knowledge that

DANIELS OPTIMISTIC. 
(BY A. r. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, May 6.—Advices 
from the Navy Consulting Board 
concerning progress towards finding 
a solution for the submarine menace, 
referred to in New York yesterday 
by Chairman Saunders of the board, 
had not reached the Navy Depart- 
ment tonight, but were expected to- 
morrow. Secretary Daniels said 
that while no information would be 
made public as to experiments 
which have been in progress, he was 
satisfied that American ingenuity 
eventually would check the under- 
sea boats. 

Mr. Daniela spoke, however, with- 
out knowledge of the specific de- 
vices with which the miembers of 
the consulting board have been ex- 
perimenting, and his confidence was 
based wholly upon the record for 
mechanical inventiveness which 
American engineers and scientists 
have maintained for years. 

A telegram to the Associated Press 
from Lawrence Oddicks of Eliza- 
beth, N. J., chairman of the Special 
Naval Problems Committee of the 
consulting board, served to clear up 
somewhat misapprehensions con- 
cerning Mr. Saunders’s statements 
yesterday. The message follows: 

“I fear some of the statements in 
the morning papers regarding the 
Naval Consulting Board may unwit- 
tingly give wrong impressions re- 
garding progress in combating the 
submarine menace and that conclu- 
sions are likely to be drawn that 
the problem has been neither fully 
solved or given up as hopeless. 

“While it is evident that specific 
information as to progress would 
be contrary to public policy at this 
time, as chairman of the board deal- 
ing specifically with the submarine 
menace, I feel justified in saying 
that good and satisfactory progress 
has been made and that we have 
now under practical t some novel 
devices of great promise. 

“This committee was formed at 
the time of the break with Germany 
to take over all problems relating 
to the detection and destruction of 
submarines, and the defeat of the 
torpedo, and has under its direction 
the various experimental stations 
devoted to this work.

mer. 
President Wlison has been great- 
ly impressed by the arguments of 
Gen. Joffre in favor of sending 


American soldiers to France grad- 
ually and completing their training 
behind the firing line. Mr. Bailfeur 
and other members of the British 
commission now have indorsed the 
French appeal for troops. The 
British have dwelt on the argument 
that it would be less difficult te 
find the shipping for the transpor- 
tation of small units from time to 
time than to attempt to mobilize 

| for 600,000 men all 
at once next year. 

WILL SEND SOON. 


Mr. Wilson informed the British 
and French commissioners that the 
United States desired to send troops 
as fast as they can be fitted for serv- 
ice and transportation 
without interrupting unduly the flow 
of food and ammunition to the Al- 
lies in the restricted numbers of 
ships now available. He said that 
if the Allies would indicate the 
amount of shipping that could be 
released for troop transport it 
would be possible to estimate the 
number of soldiers that could be 
sent to France this year. 

The Allied officials admitted that 
every available ton of shipping now 
is needed to transport food and war 
munitions and will be needed s0 
long as the German submarines con- 
tinue to take their steady toll of 
bottoms and cargoes. They in- 
quired whether it would be possible 
for the United States to commandeer 


trade port purposes. They 
were informed that only the fleet of 
the United Fruit Company, plying 
between American and n-Ameri- 
can ports and some Great Lakes 
steamers, would be available and 
that there are practical difficulties 
preventing the employment of a suf- 
ficient number of these ships to 
transport a division of troops. In 
this dilemma, the Allies turned to 
Japan for help. The inquiry ad- 
dressed to Japan concerning its 
ability to furnish transportation was 
sent with the knowledge and ap- 
proval of American officials. Japan 
has been increasing its ocean ton- 
nage tremendously since the begin- 
ning of the war. Scores of ships 
have been turned out and new 
transportation lines established. At 
the present raté of maritime expan- 
sion it will not be long before Japan 
will be the commercial] dictator of 
the Pacific. That Japan has a large 
number of merchantmen which 
might be furnished for transport 
pu for the trans-Atlantic 
trade, so as to release correspond- 
ing number of American and other 
Allied vessels for the use of troops 
is the opinion of British officials. 
ATTITUDE UNKNOWN. 

Whether Japan, however, would 
be willing to supply merchantmen 
for this purpose it is not known here. 
It may be that Japan regards it nec-~ 
2 to keep merchant ships nearer 
home. 

Word has reached Washington 
from Tokio that Japan contem- 
plates sending 300,000 men to Rus- 
sia this year to help hold the east- 
ern front y. If this 
be true, it is probable that Japa: 
would require a large part of its 
merchant tonnage for its own trat 
port purposes. 

The dispatch of Japanese troops 
to the éastern front would be re- 
gurded as extremely significant in 
all Allied capitals. Hitherto Japan 
has contented itself with guarding 
Entente interests in the Far Bast 
and sending war munitions to Rus- 
sia in such quantities as the re- 
stricted capacity, of the Siberian 


railroad permits. It is believed to! and 


be not unlikely that the entrance of 
the United States into the war has 
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weakness of the provisional govern- 
ment is especially dwelt upon. Out 
of 2600 workmen’s and soldiers’ del- 
egates, a majority of only thirty-five 
was obtained by the government. 
This is such a small majority for so 
large a body that any additional 
cause of discontent, it is pointed out, 
is apt to overthrow the government. 
The call to the Duma to assemble is 
regarded as a wise move, its purpose 
being to secure the support of the 
parllamentary organization for 
Prince Lvoff, Foreign Minister Miliu- 
koff and the others in authority. 

It is to the interest of the Allies 
to have the provisional government 
remain in power and to convince 
the workmen’s and soldiers’ council 
that such action is highly important 
for Russia. How to accomplish 
these two objects without arousing 
suspicion and resentment has been 
a matter of serious consideration by 
Secretary Lansing and Mr. Balfour. 
The provisional government, if it is 
to stand, must have money. The 
United States is prepared to furnish 
it. It must have credits in the United 
States. These will be afforded. But, 
it is asserted, money is not to go 
to Petrograd unless there is cer- 
tainty that the United States will 
not be abandoned in the prosecution 
of the war. 

OUR AIMS RUSSIA’S. 

It is pointed out that the aims of 
the Russian authorities are those of 
the President. He is for the rights 
of small nations. He has no interest 
and indeed would oppose the estab- 
lishment of an alien rule over a peo- 
ple no matter where located. In 
view of the sympathy of the Ameri- 
can republic with the Russian peo- 
ple, in view of the anxiety felt here 
for the development of Russian dem- 
ocracy, it is believed that what the 
President will say will find a wel- 
come response from the provisional 
government, the workmen's and 
soldiers’ council and all the great 
people, which make up the vast 
northern nation. 

Mr. Wilson will announce early 
this week the personnel of the 
commission he will send to Petro- 
grad. Elihu Root, in spite of the So- 
Cialistic protest, will be appointed 
chairman of the commission. When 
the Russian people are acquainted 
with Mr. Root’s views in support 
of democracy, views he has expressed 
in lectures and speeches, it is confi- 
dently believed the Socialist cam- 
paign against him will, fail of et- 
fect. As members of the com mis- 
sion, Oscar Straus of New York, 
chairman of the Publ Service Com- 
mission, former Secretary of Com- 
merce and former Ambassador to 
Turkey; a labor leader of the prom- 
inence of John Mitchell, a prominent 
Socialist and others, will named. 
Such a commission, it is believed, 
will exercise a powerful influence 
upon the course of events in Russia, 
and result in the development of a 
government not only able to main- 
tain peace and order, but to bring 
about a termination of the war in 
a manner which will realize 
aims of the Russian people. 
SPLENDID EXAMPLE. 


The authorities do not fail to 
point out that Russia can serve as 
a splendid example for the people 
It’ has been 
believed here for some time that 
the action of the Russian people in 
overthrowing their autocracy would 
influence similar action in the ene- 
my territory. Thought can pass 
safely through shot and shell. No 
surprise, therefore, is expressed here 
at the news of a revolt in Bohemia, 
nor would it be felt if other peoples 
in Austro-Hungary declare for free- 
dom. There is little hope, however, 
of a revolution in any, and 
reports to that effect are viewed 
with suspicion. 

But while watching with 
attention developments in the Cen- 
tral Powers, it is upon the Russian 
situation that the officials of the 
United States and other allied coun- 
tries will concentrate their efforts. 
Russia has obtained freedom for 
herself. She must preserve that free- 


dom by protecting it from license, 


and further, as the authorities here 
for the 


freedom of those who are today 
shackled by a despotic power which 
seeks to perpetuate and extend it- 
self at the cost of all other peoples 
anxious to possess the priceless boon

HOPE TO SAVE 
RISK ASSETS. 


Pittsburgh Life and Trust 
Affairs Look Brighter. 


State Attaches Funds Held by 
Heads of Concern. 


Two Plans for Reorganizing 
Offered by Authorities. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 
PITTSBURGH, May 6.—As a re- 
sult of co-operation between the 
State Insurance Departments of 
Pennsylvania and New York, $229,- 
000 of the $500,000 missing funds 
of the Pittsburgh Life and Trust 
Company may be saved to the 
creditors. Comissioner J. Denny 
O'Neill says securities in the names 
of Clarence E. Birdseye and George 
Montgomery, heads of the collapsed 
concern have been attached in New 
York. Birdseye has agreed to sur- 
render in Pittsburgh Monday. 

Commissioner O'Neil is working to 
Save the company and policy and 
stockholders. In a statement he is- 
sued last night he said there is ap- 
proximately $118,000,000 insurance 
in force by the company and that 
$22,094,417 wili be necessary to re- 
insure the business. He does not 
know what the assets are, but on 
January, 1917, they amounted to 
$24,001,671. 

FEW COAST POLICIES. 

“A comparatively smal] number 
of policy holders are on the Pacific 
Coast.“ Early O. Dunlap, actuary of 
the looted Pittsburgh Life and Trust 
Company, said tonight. He was un- 
able to give the exact number, as 
the company’s records are locked in 
the safe over Sunday. H. 8S. Sut- 
phen, manager of agents, said that 
the company hag done little or no 
business on the Coast during the last 
few years. Sutphen said that nearly 
all the policy holders there were 
taken into the Pittsburg, Life in 
1908 when the local company took 
over the business of the old Wash- 
ington Life company of New York. 

Commissioner O'Neil desires, first, 
that the directors make good the de- 
ficiency. 

Another proposition is for the mu- 
tualization of the company on some 
equitable plan, under which the 
policy holders would take over the 
company, reorganize it and continue 
the business. Under this plan there 
would be no _ stockholders. The 
company would be controlled and 
managed by officers and directors of 
the policy holders. 

s most surprising turn of the 
affair was the promise of Clarence 
Birdseye, chief promoter of the 
scheme that brought about the 
downfall of the company, given to 
Deputy Attorney Horace W. Davis, 
that he would voluntarily come into 
Pennsylvania and give himself up to 
the proper authorities. 

In behalf of W. Howard Nimick, 
president of the Keystone Nationa! 
Rank, one of the strongest financial 
institutions, it was frankly admitted 
by A. H. Beymer, cashier of that in- 
stitution. that he was “horn- 
swoggled” in the looting of the Pitts- 
burgh Life and Trust Company. 

The minority stockholders, who 
were left out when the controlling 
interest changed hands, have called 
a meeting at the office of the Pitts- 
burgh Life and Trust Company in 
Pittsburgh to organize, in order to 
protect their interests. 

The snarled financial affairs of 
the company are in a fair way to 
be untangled as a result of an elab- 
orate detailed statement made to 
Dist.-Atty. Edward Swann by Wil- 
liam D. McQueston of Mount Ver- 
non, N. T., retired electrical engi- 
reer and former associate of Thomas 
A. Edison, who became vice-presi- 
dent of the concern at the time it 
was tuken over by the men now 
accused of defrauding it. McQues- 
ton’s revelations led to a conference 
between Mr. Swann and State Super- 
intendent of Insurance Phillips, at 
which preparations were made to 
ask a New York county grand jury 
to review the performances of men 
already accused in Pittsburgh and of 
others Whose names have not figured 
ag yet in the scandal. 

No authority was able to say that 
the unraveling of the company’s af- 
fairs would result in the recovery 
of any considerable amount of the 
loot. It seemed that hopes of recov- 
ery must lie, first, in voluntary or 
enforced restitution by the old Pitts- 
burgh directors and, second, the pos- 
sibility that the men now accused of 
fraud may not have dissipated ali 
their alleged illegal gains. 

A step which may result in the in- 
stitution of a receivership proceed- 
ings in New York, or in other efforts

“We will consider some of the 
saviors of our beloved Ship of State: 

The Christian Home. Napoleon 
recognized the weakness of France 
when he said the great need of the 
land was mothers. In Amertca not 
only the educated classes, but the 
great middle class, fail to hold their 
own so far as the birth rate goes. 
Some one may say we need not be 
alarmed, that our splendid democ- 
racy and free institutions will carry 
us through; but there are elements 
in our American life which would 
undermine every one of these if they 
had the power. The adjective 
‘Christian’ must be applied to these 
and to all other institutions of civil- 
ization before they will have saving 
power. The question comes, Where 
are we to begin to annex that ad- 
jective? Ask the statisticians how 
many become Christians after pass- 
ing the age of 20. They will tell 


vou that the age at which most are 


reached is in the nei&hborhood of 
18 and 15 years. Hence, I say, we 
must begin to annex the adjective in 
the home. 

“The public school. A sentence 
from the ruling of the Federal Con- 
gress of 1787 reads: ‘Religion, mor- 
ality and knowledge being necessary 
to good government and the happi- 
ness of mankind, schools and the 
means of education shall forever be 
encouraged.’ We all grant that the 
school is particularly concerned with 
knowledge, and t home with 
morality, and the church with re- 
ligion: but, indeed, in great meas- 
ure, all these functions enter into 
the sphere of the public school, for 
it is the only church, and almost the 
only home, that some of our little 
citizens now. The children of the 
anarchist and the atheist and the 
secularist are going to be trained up 
for citizenship in a heathen man- 
ner unless they get some suggestions 
of righteousness from the public 
achool. 

“The Christian church: Our civ- 
flization cannot be logically ex- 
Plained apart from Christ. Such 
men as Renan, the great infidel, and 
Froude, the critic, and Lecky, the 
historian, grant this unequivocally, 
James Russell Lowell said: “When 
the keen scrutiny of skeptics has 
found a place on this planet ten 
miles Square, where a decent man 
can live in decency, where age is 
reverenced, infancy respected, wom- 
anhood honored, and human lite 
held tn due regard—when skeptics 
can find such a place where the gos- 
pel of Christ has not gone and 
cleared the way. it will then be in 
order for the skeptical literati to 
move thither and then ventilate 
their views: but so lone as these 
men are dependent on the religion 
thev discard for every vrivilege they 
enjov, they may well hesitate to 
speak.“

WHITE PLAGUE. 


Get Ready for Service, Says 
National Association. 


Mobilization of Many Men 
will Breed Danger. 


Leave Civilians to Others; 
Give Efforts to Army. 


The anti-tuberculosis forces of the 
State of California will be mobilized 
for Federal service, according to a 
statement made yesterday by the 
secretary of the California Associa- 
tion for the Study and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis. The State association 
has just received the plan of the 
national association for mobilizing 
the country’s resources for the pre- 
vention of tuberculosis among en- 
listed soldiers and sailors. 
“In view of the urgent request of 
the President of the United States 
for the utmost co-operation by 
everyone with government forces,” 
says the communication from the 
national asssociation, “we cannot 
urge you to strongly to give us 
your most faithful support in carry- 
Ing this plan into execution. As 
soon as military expediency per- 
mits other details of the national 
programme will be sent to you.” 
In its memorandum to the State 
association, the national society 
points out that it has undertaken 
this far-reaching work at the re- 
quest of the Council on National De- 
fense. Thus, through the national 
association, the local anti-tubercu- 
losis forces will be brought into di- 
rect contact with a national prob- 
lem that has called for the most on- 
lightened and strenuous service in 
Canada and in the European coun- 
tries at war. 

DON’T DUPLICATE. 
The keynote of the plans of the 
national association is practical 
service with as little duplication of 
effort as possible. The Bulletin 
urges all local societies to leave the 
matter of relief for tuberculosis 
soldiers and their families to the 
civilian relief committees of the 
American Red Cross, which are or- 
ganized in connection with chapters. 
Where there are no Red Cross chap- 
ters, local tuberculosis agencies mar- 
take up the question of civilian re- 
lief with the department of civilian 
relief in Washington. 
Visiting nurses e tu- 
berculosis work, either exclusively 
or on part time, to the number of 
more than 5000, will be made avall- 
able for home treatment and for 
preventive educational work among 
the enlisted men. 
“No other groups in the United 
States are so familiar with the 
principal men who are qualified to 
diagnose and handle tuberculosis as 
the anti-tuberculosis association, 
both State and local.“ gays the na- 
tional association. “The organiza- 
tions will be called upon to suggest 
men who can qualify as experts, 
particularly in the diagnosis of tu- 
berculosis. As the demand for en- 
Ustment increases, the experience of 
other countries at war demonstrates 
that the supply of skilled physicians 
who are competent to treat and 
diagnose tuberculosis, will be taxed 
to the limit. Every effort will be 
made to protect the enlisted men

“Whether this government is 
called upon to send a large ex- 
peditionary force to Europe or not,” 
the national association further sa 
“the mobilization of hundreds — 
thousands of troops will, without 
doubt greately increase the serv- 
ousness of the tuberculosis problem, 
both in the military and the civilian 
population. Anti-tuberculosis ,as- 
eociations are u „ therefore, not 
to cuytail their formal functions any 
more than absolutely necessary, but 
on the other hand, to press forward, 
utilizing the war interest as a chan- 
nel for focusing more clearly than 
ever before the attention of the 
public upon the problem of tu- 
berculosis.”’ 


RANCHERS DISCUSS 
IRRIGATION PLANS. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 
VISALIA, May 6. — Sixty of the 
ranchers of the east side district of 
Tulare county attended the formal 
conference called here to consider 
the plans for the proposed Kaweah 
irrigation district and listened to a 
preliminary engineering report in 
which it was stated that more than 
298,000 acres of land can be includ- 
ed in the project. Of this amount 
about 240,000 acres is subject to ir- 
rigation at the present time, with 
16,000 acres in the Lindsay district, 
23,000 near Strathmore and 20,000 
tributary to Exeter and Lemon Cove, 
not now “being farmed. 

Engineers are to be engaged to 
make a careful survey to ascertain 
whether sufficient water can be se- 
cured by impounding the Kaweah, 
and a report is to be made about 
June 1. Edward Hart of Farmers- 
ville is chairman of the committee 
in charge of the preliminary work.

NG THE EYE. 

Ever and anon and quite often some 
rather piMing pictures are put forth by the 
film foundries of this festive town. Of 
course, this is to be expected. You can't 
standardize the camera any more than you 
can the human brain. There are culls in 
all manner of merchandise, and lowbrow 
penmen and playmakers are just as pro- 
lific as the gents with the polished and 
| shining domes. Yet a censorship is hardly 
to be desired. In the first place, a censor- 
ship is apt to be a matter of inapt or in- 
competent judgment, and in the second 
place the general public can exercise the 
functions of censorship without much dan- 
ger or expense to itself. 

Good old Vox Populi is quick to find out 
what is worthy and what is unworthy, and 
managers are distressingly foolish who at- 
tempt to delude or affront it. They may 
be able to put something over for the mo- 
ment, but the reckoning is sure. A theater 
which specializes in luridly-ad vertised 
white slave dramas that are really mush 
and milk soon forfeits its patronage, and a 
good name once lost is hard to regain. 
The managers who are making the real 
money are those who consistently follow

IN WE MUST AND WILD. 

We are into and in for a big war, one 
that may ultimately strain our resources. 
But what of that? Man for man, we out- 
number the Germans; in wealth and inven- 
tive genius they have little to compare. 
They stake their destiny on the U-boata 
“World dominion or ruin” is the cry of the 
junkers. It takes but one misstep to slip 
into ruin; it will take a thousand victories 
to achieve world dominion. And, avowedly, 
the U-boat is all our enemies have left of 
the terrible offensive that crashed down 
through Belgium. The boastful Hinden- 
burg says the U-boats will have the war 
settled before we Americans really get into 
it. With all due regard for that braggart gen- 
eral, he doesn’t know of what he is talking. 
The greatest success of the U-boats put 
fifty-nine ships bound for English ports on 
the missing list in one week; but that very 
week nearly 2000 vessels, most of them bear- 
ing food, made English harbors safely. More 
attention Is focused on ships that are blown 
up than on those that plow throuch and 
though those fifty-nine vessels were of 
great importance to the British commissary 
— till, when the foeman talks of starva- 
tion fgr us and our allies in thirty days 
he is talking the same sort of nonsense 


that filled the world when the British fleet 


swept all German commerce from the seas. 
True, England has not the area for culti- 
vation that Germany has, or anything like 
it; but in these days of dietetic science, 
when the value of every bite of food is 
known and scientific ingenuity can make 
food of countless things unknown to those 
countries and walled medieval cities that 
were actually starved into submission, it is 
preposterous to talk of starving any num- 
ber of people in a limited time—especially 
while 1941, or anything like 1941, ships 
reach port out of the 2000 that set sail. 

t the submarine problem is almort of 
as much importance as though Germany’s 
dream were near fulfillment. The U-boats 
are her last offensive. When her armies 
were halted her people were heartened by 
a vivid description of what the Zeppelins 
would do; but when the Zeppelins were 
beaten out of the sky then Germany called 
upon her people to be of good cheer, for 
the U-boats would soon Starve England. 
When the U-boats are destroyed then Ger- 
many will have no resources left for smash- 
ing at us. . 

With a degree of hope considerably 
higher than that grounded on reports of 
revolution in the Fatherland, we can ac 
cept the words of W. L. Saunders. chair- 
man of the Naval Consulting Board, who 
has surrendered to Washington plans. all of 
which have been exhaustively tested, for 
combating the U-boats. “It looks as though 
the submarine problem had been solved,” 
said Mr. Saunders, “not only in theory, but 
on the strength of practical tests” 

And if it has not been solved our regrets 
will only strengthen our resolution. We 
will and must win this war. American 
brains and American hearts are in this war 
just as earnestly as the brains and hearts 
of Germany are enlisted bitterly and biood - 
ily against us. Other nations have been 
in the field for three years; we are only 
starting. The impact of our entrance has 
not yet been felt; and as yet we feel only 
the mental stimulus, the urge of duty—not 
yet have been awakened the emotions that 
inevitably surge and sway when men grip 
foemen: not yet has the nation felt the 
shock of conflict that sets heroism aflame. 
Those emotions are deep within us; that 
heroism is the heritage of valiant fathers. 
Come what may, that flag of ours shall fly 
and men will rally to it and hold it up. It

N AGRICULTURAD ARMY. 

Congressman McCormick of Illinois 
has introduced a bill providing for the en- 
listment of volunteers of three classes into 
an agricultural army. This army to con- 
sist of men above military age, men of mili- 
tary age, but physically unfit for service, 
and boys from 14 to military age, if phys!- 
cally fit for farm work: The proposed army 
is to do two things. First, serve on private 
farms, to be paid the going wage of the com- 
munity; and, second, to work on govern- 
ment farms at the pay of enlisted men in 
the army. : 

The soldiers in the agricultural army will 
not be required to go into training camps. 
It takes months to instruct a man how to 
properly handle a rifle, but he can be 
taught how to handle a hoe in about five 
minutes, and an intelligent boy of 14 will

Two crops of 
grain or root vegetables and six crops of 
alfalfa may be harvested every year, and 
strawberries may be picked from the vines 
from April to Novembcr. In the Colorado 
River Valley the silt carried away by the 
stream abundantly fertilizes the land, and in 
the coast counties the potash in the kelp 
beds supplies the place of that which was

Similar conditions, only slightly modified 
by a little cold weather in winter, exist in 
Northern California, in Oregon, in Wasbing- 
ton and in Idaho. The three States ‘ront- 
ing on the Pacific Ocean contain, with 
Idaho and Arizona, twice as much arable 
land as the five great agricultural States 
of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan and 
Wisconsin, and, owing to fertility of soil, 
mildness of climate and possibility cf two 
crops, the Pacific Coast States can pro- 
duce much more food per acre than is pro- 
duced in the Central Western States. 

The war into which Germany has forced 
the nation will have an aftermath of bless- 
ing if it shall result, as now seems prob- 
able, in the development of an agricultural 
army and in a general movement of “back 
to the land.” 

UTTING IT UP TO THE FARMER. 

It always has been the habit of 
smooth-tongued politicians, when visiting 
their country constituents, to chirp about 
the farmers being the backbone of the 
country. And now, in the words of the 
stale gag of before the war, everybody's 
doing it. From Wilson down to Bryan and 
Stephens, the orators all are talFine the 
same thing—more production. City folk 
are putting in gardens, but for the really 
serious business of getting more crops they 
say: “Let George do it,” meaning the 
farmer, 

The men on the land are perfectly will- 
ing, but they must have the practical as- 
sistance of those who dwell in the towns. It 
is a case of co-operation. Some of those 
who live in the cities must be willing to 
give up the white lights for a time and go 


out to help the farmers. More production 


means more labor. The average farmer's 
life is crowded with labor. Work atarts 
with sunrise and the chores are done by 
lamplight. If the farmer is to grow more 
foodstuffs he must be supplied not only 
with loans to help him along, but with la- 
bor. He must have help. 


As everybody knows who has ever. 


tackled it, the problem of supplying help 
to farmers is a difficult one; now that 
America is at war with Germany it has be- 
come well-nigh stupendous. In Southern 
California the first taste of the difficalties 
came within a few days of the official dec- 
laration of the existence of a state of war.

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TERMINALS. 


(CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES) 
BY HUBERT BRUCE FULLER, 


Author of “The Interstate Commerce 
Act,” ete. 


NLESS the future industrial. 
prosperity of the United States 
is to be sacrificed, vigorous 

steps must de taken to remedy the 
manifest evils of the present rail- 
road situation. The railroad facili- 
ties of. the United States are less 
than 75 per cent. sufficient to handle 
the normal traffic of the country. 
The industrial activities of the coun- 
try approximate 300 per cent. of nor- 
mal conditions. We are endeavoring 
to transport nearly three times the 
nomal traffic of the United States 
with 75 per cent. of normal facilities. 

These conditions have been exag- 
Serated because of insufficient bot- 
toms for export; by reason of the 
extremely severe weather of the past 
winter and because the railroads 
have been tunable to compete with 
other industgies in the labor market. 
The greatest difficulty is the lack of 
terminal facilities in our largo in- 
dustrial centers. Some have advo 
cated building more freight cars. The 
fact is the railroads are unable to 
move the cars now in service More 
cars would simply intensify the pres- 
ent situation. The railroads, more- 
over, lacked the courage to declare 
embargoes early enough for them to 
be ‘really effective. This country 
needs not more cars, but more car 
movement. The average movement 
of a freight car does not exceed 
thirty miles per day, representing 
about three hours. What industry 
could possibly exist if its plant were 
non-productive for seven-eighths of 
the time? The explafiation of the 
small daily car mileage is largely 
the inefficiency of railroad terminals.

The railroads have 
thus lost traffic earnings; manufac-

Cur freight tonnage has increased 
at a remarkable ratio. For example, 
the railroad tonnage of the Pitts 
burgh digtrict was 64,125,000 tons in 
1901; in 1911 the tonnage of that dis- 
trict had increased to 152,000,000 tons. 
Railroads were unable to foresees 
these increases and have been un- 
able to raise capital sufficient to pro- 
vide adequate facilities. Terminals 
require the use of expensive prop- 
erty and the erection of costly build- 
ings.

Until the past year railroad secur 
ities have not been attractive to the 
investing public. The railroads have 

unable to raise money eufficient 
to remedy our terminal situation. 
Even during the past year earnings 
of the most prosperous roads have 
nowhere approached the divi-lends 
of many industrial corporations. 
Unless the railroads can attract the 
investing public they will not be able 
to install the terminal systems 
which the country so insistently re- 


present terminal situation in 
States constitutes a 
grave military menace. Much of the 
success of the German armies early 
in the European war was due to the 
efficiency of the raflroad terminals 
and properties. Our recent exneri-

This ought to include an 
investigation of the financial condi- 
tion of the raflways using these ter- 
minals, together with the specific 
improvements necessary to serve our 
military and commercial ends. Such 
increased facilities as are demanded 
solely for their military value should 
be financed by the government.

The stock market has in recent 
weeks showed itself impervious to 
reports and rumors which under 
most circumstances might be ex- 
ted to bring on a panic.

This, 
however, is by no means true today, 
We have numerous examples such 
as that of United States Stee] Com- 
mon, of corporations which by the 
end of the present year will have 
earned as much or more in twenty- 
four months than the market value 
of their stocks, For this reason the 
market is in excellent condition to 
withstand the most serious situation 
we have been called upon to face 
since the Civil War. It has been 
frequently said that Steel Common 
would have sold at from 150 to 200 
with similar earnings and prospects 
during a boom in normal times. 
The earnings of a very large number 
of corporations are probably suffi- 
cient to stand drastic taxation and 
still leave a margin great enough to 
warrant considerably higher prices 
for their securities than are now 
prevailing. 
The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission has announced that the rall- 
roads in carrying out their policies 
of financial rehabilitation should an- 
nounce “the extent to which they 
are willing to limit the rate of divi- 
dend to be paid during the continu- 
ance of the war.”
